nues at least $70,000,000 annually. His 
Democratic followers, who voted with 
Morrison in the last Congress, generally 
take the same position. 
Of tbe few Dem- 


ocrats who sided with Randall, now in the 
city, Messrs. McAdoo, Stahlnecker, Wll- 
kinf, Merriman, and Lawler are quoted as 
experiencing somewhat of a chauge of 
heart. 


The sentiment of the Northwestern Con- 


gressmen is that the free trade sentiment 
is growing in that section. 
Democratic 


Representatives from Minnesota and Mich- 
igan huve the highest confidence that their 
two States can be made Democratic upon 
the reveuue reform issue. Mr. Lyman, of 
Ohio, Republican protectionist, comes out 
for a reduction of the reveuue. 
Many 


other Republicans like Lyman agree that 
something must be done with the tariff, 
though a few, like Sawyer and Bacon, of 
New York, and Jackson, of Pennsylvania, 
think nothing will be done this session. 
Many ways of reducing the surplus are 
suggested. Quite a number of Congress- 
men, 
including Representative Catchings, 


of Mississippi, Shively, of Indiana, Taul- 
bee and Caruth, of Kentucky, and Abbott, 
of Texas, favored a compromise such as 
taking the tax off of tobacco nud prefer 
reducing the tax on fruit brandies. 


The proposition to take the tax ofl whis- 


key hardly finds a supporter. The ques- 
tion of putting sugar oo the free list tmds 
some advocates, mainly among, Republi- 
cans. Louisiana Congressmen, to whom 
this is a very vital question, ?ay their State 
is divided, the northern portion favoring 
free sugar and the gulf section is opposed. 
The Democratic sentiment is largely in fa- 
vor of increasing the free list, adding to it 
salt, lumber and the necessaries of life. 
Representative Bynum, of Indiana, thinks 
a good bill to reduce the tariff can be 
passed without the support of Randall and 
adds that the Republicans of the West and 
Northwest are beginning to feel that they 
cannot longer oppose such a measure with 
political safety. Representative Turner, 
of Kansas,comes forward with a new prop- 
osition to subsidize exported grains. Quite 
a number of Congressmen favor a Demo- 
cratic caucus before the tariff matter comes 
up in the House. 


The Foetal Telegraph. 


The views on the postal telegraph 
are
